Osborno's remarks in introducing this 
resolution were right to the point and 
lie wll have the approval of all gooc 
citizens in his efforts to prevent epi- 
demics. 
As he stated, this is a serious 


question and one that needs prompt 
attention.

HEALTH OFFICER'S REPORT. 


The report of the health officer show- 


ed 38 deaths during the month of March 
giving a death rate of 19 and a frac 
tion. Of tho deaths two were caused 
by typhoid fever, one by whooping 
cough, two by inanition, one by inflam- 
mation of the bowels, one by rheuma- 
tism, one by consumption, one by 
lirights disease, two by bronchitis, one 
by convulsions, seven by heart disease, 
two by pneumonia, one by influenza, 
throe by la grippe, two by old age, one 
by paralysis. The health officer com- 
mented on tho large number of deaths 
clue to heart disease—seven, 


SANITARY 1'OLICEMAX'S REPORT. 


Report of Sanitary Policeman

Market Master Watkins showed that 
four animals had been buried in the 
past month; two nuisances abated.

A motion to take a recess for 15 min- 


utes passed and tho Republican mem- 
bers 
strolled out in the

the door and held a "corkus," This 
"corkns" resulted in Judge Osborne 
making a speech, when the board was 
called' together, again,- in -which he 
said the majority had decided to allow 
the minority the privilege of voting for 
their candidates if they so desired — be 
courteous like as it were.

BY WAY OF A CHANGE. 


The board then balloted 13 times, 


during which nearly every candidate 
was voted for by some person or other. 
Then to vary the monotony, Judge 
Osborne said he had a motion to offer. 
He prefaced this by remarking that 
spring had come, and he was afraid 
the city was not in a good sanitary 
condition. Alleys were full of gar- 
bage, and stagnant pools of water 
which had collected from 
drainage 


from kitchens, while the streets were 
in a filthy condition. Something should 
be done before warm weather set in to 
aroid the possibility of an epidemic. 
A cursory examination of the daily 
press revealed the fact that epidemics 
were abroad in the land, and that cities 
every where were taking unusual pre- 
cautions to guard against it. Council's 
attention had been called to various 
places, such as water works dump, and 
the stagnant pool on Glover street, but 
no attention was paid to them. He 
moved, therefore, that a special com- 
mittee be appointed to make a thorough 
examination of the city and report to 
the board in two weeks. He didn't 
want anybody to vote for the resolu- 
tion if they didn't have enough metal 
in their back bone to stand up and 
fight for it. If council did not act the 
board should. 


THE EXODUS OF FROGS FROM FIRST WAJUX 


Joha T. Miller made quite a speech 


on this resolution, in the course of 
which he told how when he first went 
to council there were half-a-dozen frog 
ponds in the First ward in which little 
frogs and froglets used to sit on logs 
and gambol in the sunshine, and fill 
Ihe air with their music at night, all of 
which was unbecoming to the dignity 
of the First ward. 
"So" said John T. 


"I said to myself these frogs shall be 
made to move and I caused their ponds 
to be filled up and the voice of the frog 
was heard no more in South Carolina." 
(John ought to rank alongside St Pat- 
rick for this and we recommend that 
lie be called St, John, the Patron Saint 
of South Carolina and have a day set 
apart for his glorification.) 
John also 


remarked that the whole garbage busi- 
ness was a fraud, as the man who has 
the contract was not compelled to ful- 
fill it; that this was the worst managed 
city he ever saw, that everybody was 
idcking, etc., etc. 


DO.X'T BELIEVE IN BLUFFING. 


Judge Osborne was opposed to mak- 


ing any bluffs to council. That didn't 
work. They should insist on their 
rights. If the board had none it should 
be abolished. They had met a num- 
jer of 
times 
the 
past 
year 
and 


done absolutely nothing, 
but cause 


one house to be put in fair sani- 
tary condition. If they had nothing 
setter to do they should be abolished. 
The recent high death rate 
meant 


something to everyone and active steps 
ihould be taken to put the city in good 
hape. 
If they undertook to do any- 


hinjj they should do it. 


ABOUT ST. JOHN AND THE FKQUS. 


After a few remarks from "St John, 


of the frogs" in which he roasted coun- 


cil, calling them a set of fools, accused 
them of giving the electric light away 
and roasted the men who made the con- 
tract for the council chamber for ten 
years, 
Judge 
Osborn's 
resolution 


passed, and himself. Miller and Blake 
wore appointed on the committeee. 


AND ?TTANDER GETS THEHE. 


After another fifteen minute recess, 


balloting for sanitary policeman was 
resumed, and on the first ballot Joe 
Swunder was elected, Osborne, Miller, 
Blake and Mayor Hall voting for him, 
Ranch voting for Thompson, and Wil- 
helm for Andre. Swander will serve 
until the new board is appointed and 
qualifies. 
The board then adjourned.
